THE MERCHANTS CHANCE 


On the eve of w hat it ie hoped will 
prove sn industrial revival in La 
Crosse. The Tribune believes it is 


justified in a little straight talk with 
Merchants upon their relative obliga­ 
tion. as a class, to lend aid in pro- 
aotlng the program for a more pop­ 
ulous and active La Crosse. As a 
basic assertion, we subm it the Col. 
towing: 
The merchant, more than any ot fa- 
sr. should devote to the fullest ex­ 
tent his energies, influence and capi­ 
tal to the purpose of increasing the 
•umber and size of our factories. 


m erchants heretofore. Assume that 
$200 of the $700 is spent for other 
things, and th a t the m erchants get 
$50,000 of it. And suppose that fifty 
m erchants participate. 


That would 
mean 
th at each of 
these fifty m erchants adds $1,000 a 
year to his gross sales, and figuring 
o 0 per cent profit, it would mean a 
net profit to each of them of $300 
the first year from the coming of this 
one factory. 


Looks fine, doesn't it! 
But here 
is something th at will not look so 
fine. 
Suppose every one of these 
fifty m erchants were asked to do­ 
nate $300 to the purpose of getting 
the factory to come to La Crosse? 
Wough! 
Pandemonium and riot! 
It just naturally would make a 
m erchant “ go up in the air" to ask 
him, and each of his associates, to 
give $300 to get a single factory em­ 
ploying one hundred men to come 
here. But, on second thought, would 
it be so unreasonable? 


Listen! 
The 
m erchant would 
have to pay the $300 but once, the 
first year only 
AND THAT FAC­ 
TORY WOULD CONTINUE TO PAY 
INTO HIS CASH REGISTER A NET 
PROFIT OF $300 
EACH 
YEAR. 
PERHAPS FOR HIS WHOLE LIFE­ 
TIME. 
Moreover, it probably would 
grow, and when it got to be twice as 
big it would pay him net $600 a 
year; and when it became five times 
as large it would pay him net $1,500 
a year. 
Now supposing that during the 
course of ten years the m erchants of 


this city added enough factories to 
employ a total of 5,000 more men 
than are employed here 
now. 
It 
would clean a net profit to each one 
of them of $15,000 a year. 
Isn't 
th a t worth thinking about? 
But of course it would not mean ft 
net profit of $15,000 to each of the 
fifty m erchants who made a start 
toward getting factories. 
New stores 
would come, and some of the mer­ 
chants would succeed in getting mors 
of the trade than others.

cretions to business does not affect 
the force of the argum ent.

That La Crosse county farmers are 
prosperous and that bigger crops are 
being raised every year as more land 
is taken under cultivation is the in.

farm products grown In La Crosse 
county which has just been prepared 
by Supervisor of Assessments Kaiser 
and County Clerk Charles H. Raw- 
linson and will form a part of the 
report to the La Crosse county board 
at its November meeting. 
County 
Clerk Rawlinson has called a meet­ 
ing of the county assessment com­ 
mittee to be held at his office in 
the county court house Monday Nov. 
I, for the purpose of going over the 
figures. 
La Crosse county raises more oats, 
corn, barley and potatoes than other 
products. The oat crop leads with 
727.328 bushels grown on 26,801 
acres of land. 
Corn 
follows with 
564.896 bushels raised on 19,853 
acres. 
Barley is raised on 12.277 
acres, the total 
crop amounting to 
302 209 bushels. 
There are 1,574 
acres of potatoes in La Crosse coun­ 
ty, producing annually 120,524 bush­ 
els of “spuds.” 
Farmington Leader 
The town of Farm ington, which 
has the largest acreage of farm land 
in the county, leads all other towns 
in the raising of wheat, corn. oats, 
rye and hay. Farmington produces 
10,400 bushels 
of 
w heat on 520 
acres. 
Burns 
produces the least 
wheat in the county, only 719 bush­ 
els on 46 acres planted’. 
On 3,640 acres plaited, the town 
of Farm ington raises 124,400 busn- 
els of corn. The town of W ashing­ 
ton produces the least cora, 19,170 
bushels on 757 acres planted. 
Of 
the magnificent La Crosse county 
oat crop the town of Farm ington 
produces 159,600 bushels. There are 
4.560 acres of land planted with 
oats in this town. Shelby raises less 
oats than the other towns, namely 
31,430 bushels on 1,183 acres. 
Barley is raised very extensively 
In the town of Hamilton. Here 61.- 
790 bushels are grown this year oh 
2,275 acres. 
Shelby, which raises 
the least barley, has 461 acres plant­ 
ed. producing 11,070 bushels. 
Rye is raised chiefly in the town 
of Farm ington which has 1,3 40 acres 
planted producing 16,080 bushels. 
There is also a considerable amount 
of rye raised in the town of Holland. 
Other towns In the county produce 
small amounts, with the exception of 
Barre and Hamilton. 
Campbell Raises Potatoes 
The town of Campbell can be said 
to provide all of the potatoes con­ 
sumed in La Crosse. This town has 
279 acres planted with the tubers 
and every year m arkets 29,620 bush­ 
els. Potatoes are raised in all of the 
towns of the county, W ashington 
having the least, only 3,470 bush­ 
els. 
Rayland is very productive in the 
town of Farmington. Here are 6,830 
acres 
planted, 
producing 11,780 
tons. Much of this is marketed in La 
Crosse. Barre raises 1.868 tons of 
hay, the minimum amount. 
Shelby Blatter Center. 
Farm ers’ wives in the town or 
Shelby churn annually 83.175 pounds 
of butter and 500 pounds of cheese 
are marketed from this town. Shel­ 
by also furnishes the principal part 
of the milk which comes Into La 
Crosse, about 220,700 gallons being 
marketed annually. There is no but­ 
ter manufactured for m arket in the 
towns of Burns or W ashington. 
Campbell is the town of straw ber­ 
ries and raspberries, producing 2,« 
870 bushels of the form er and 1,300 
bushels of the latter, all of which 
find m arket in La Crosse. Bangor 
leads in apples, having 5.600 bushels 
annually. Apples are raised in all of 
the towns of the county with the ex­ 
ception of Onalaska.

“Say what you will for or against 
the semester system; it is a great 
boon to the slow or backward pupil.
